Sir, 

In transmitting the Ninth Annual Report on Registration of Births, Marriages, and 
Deaths, to be laid before Parliament, it is not my intention to enter into any elaborate analysis of 
the facts recorded; as in my report on the Census of 1868, published in the early part of the present 
year, I entered somewhat minutely into comparisons respecting the Vital Statistics of the Colony 
since the time of its Separation from New South Wales. 


POPULATION. 
On the 31st of December, 1868, the estimated population of the Colony was 107,427 
sisting of 65,848 males, and 41,584 females, 
The natural increase to the population during the year 1868, from the increase of Births over 
Deaths, was 1,102 males, 1,559 females, in all 2,661 persons.

Looking at the number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered during the year, we find that the 
Births, numerically, have decreased 16 compared with 1867, and that the Deaths have increased 54 
over the number registered in that year, showing, as before stated, an increase of Births over Deaths 
of 2,661, in 1868, as against 2,731, in 1867,—being a falling off of 2°56 per cent. in the ratio of 
increase by Births over Deaths. The number of Marriages registered shows a numerical decrease of 
72, or a centesimal rate of decrease of 7-70 per cent. in 1868, as compared with 1867. 

The mean population of the year 1868, was,—males, 62,839; females, 40,799; persons, 
103,638.

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DEATHS. 

The number of Deaths recorded during the year 1868 was 1,799, viz, 1,165 males, and 634 
females; a slight increase in the number registered in 1867, the numerical increase being only 
54, and the centesimal increase 3-09 per cent. 

The Tables relating to the causes of death, published in the Appendix, are somewhat more 
numerous than those published hitherto, it being deemed advisable to frame them in such a 
manner as to show the class of diseases most prevalent in the various parts of the colony. I have, 
therefore, prepared separate tables of mortality for the districts of Brisbane, Maryborough, 
Rockhampton, Bowen, and Townsville, which embrace the most populous portions of the seaboard 
from south to north; and also tables. for Ipswich, Warwick, Drayton and Toowoomba, Roma, and 
Clermont, which show the state of mortality in the inland, western, and. south-y estern portions of 
the colony. Subjoined is a Table (vit), showing the number of Deaths in the year i867 and 1868 
respectively ; also, the proportion of Deaths of Females to every 100 Deaths of Males in 1868.

Analyzing the deaths of prvi under five years of age, it is with pleasure I draw attention 
to the fact, that the total number cf deaths, under the age mentioned, is much below that of the 
year 1867. Deaths of children under two years of age, in 1867, numbered 806 ; above two and 
under five years, 141; the total number of deaths under “five being 947. During ‘the year 1868, 
however, only 746 childven died under two years; 149 over two and under five ; Pike total imutiier 
of deaths of children under five being 895. The decrease in this class of deaths, during last year, 
was therefore as follows:—Under two years, 60; above two and under five, an increase of eight ; 
leaving a total decrease, in deaths under five years, “of 52, The percentage of deaths under the age 
last mentioned to the total deaths in 18 368, being 49-74 per cent. 

The Tables given below show, first, the average age, at death, in the colony, for the last five 
years; and secondly, the ratio which deaths below the various ages bear to the total deaths during 
each year from 1860 to 1868.

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APPENDIX B. 
METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATION REPORT. 


SIR 

’ ‘The importance of meteorological information, and the benefits to be derived from 
records carefully obtained, are becoming more apparent, especially in countries where time has not 
allowed of a sufficient amount of knowledge to constitute experience ; and where, consequently, a risk 
is incurred by those engaging in any occupation dependent upon the weather, or liable to suffer 
injury by uncertain or irregular changes of seasons. In England, a vast amount of benefit has been 
derived from the experience gained as the result of many years’ carefully recorded observations; and, 
by a judicious use of this knowledge, the Board of Trade has been instrumental in establishing a 
system by which great saving in shipping, as well as of human life, is effected. In this more favored 
region, where storms are of comparatively rare occurrence, the principal object of meteorological 
observations should be to obtain a knowledge of the climate, with a view to mark its effects upon 
pastoral and agricultural pursuits, and to endeavor to discover the laws by which the amount and 
period of rainfall are governed, as well as their variation in different localities. In order to carry out 
this object, observations require to be taken in various parts of the colony; so that, by comparison, 
reliable results may be obtained. 

Since 1860, with the exception of Dr. Haran’s records at Cape York, observations have been 
taken at Brisbane only ; and in consequence of the death of two of the gentlemen engaged in the 
work, as well as from other causes, the records have not been so satisfactory or correct as it is 
desirable they should be; for, without regularity and accuracy, reliable results cannot be arrived at. 

Within the past few months, new stations for observing, with complete sets of instruments, 
have been established at Cape Moreton, Toowoomba, and Warwick. Cape Moreton, in latitude 27 
degrees 1 minute south, longitude 153 degrees 28 minutes east, being almost the eastern extremity 
of Australia, and, since its discovery by Cook, in a position well known to the world, is likely to 
yield much valuable information. Mr. James Brayden, the observer at Cape Moreton, for several 
years acted in a similar capacity when this colony formed a portion of New South Wales; and, from 
the care with which his work is carried out, full reliance may be placed upon its accuracy. 

At Toowoomba, latitude 27 degrees 34 minutes south, longitude 152 degrees 10 minutes east, 
1,960 feet over mean sea level, an observatory has been established under the care of Mr. T. 0.Cowl; 
and one also at Warwick, latitude 28 degrees 12 minutes south, longitude 152 degrees 16 minutes 
east, 1,520 feet over mean sea level, under the care of Mr.T. Towell; and as both of those gentlemen 
evince considerable interest in science, much benefit may be expected to be derived from their labors. 
The country surrounding Toowoomba and Warwick being entirely occupied under pastoral or 
agricultural pursuits, the results to be obtained from their observations cannot fail to be of ultimate 
benefit. 

Summaries of the observations taken at Cape Moreton, Toowoomba, and Warwick, are 
published regularly every month in the Government Gazette, in a form similar to that of the 
observations taken at Brisbane; and by this means, uniform records are ensured. 

Tn a short time, I hope to have several other stations established in the northern portion of 
the colony, in suitable localities. 

Upon undertaking the duties of the office in September, 1868, I found that the monthly 
summaries were sent to two places only—Sydney and Adelaide; and believing that the salubrious 
climate of Queensland was comparatively unknown to the scientific world, correspondence was 
established with the following places:—Melbourne, Hobart Town, Wellington, Perth, Singapore, 
Hongkong, Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, Mauritius, Cape Town, London, Greenwich, Dublin, Edin- 
burgh, Paris, Brussels, Berlin, Vienna, St. Petersburg, Quebec, Montreal, New York, Washington, 
New Orleans, and Jamaica. Communications have been received from the following :—Sydney, 
Adelaide, Melbourne, Hobart Town, Wellington, Hongkong, Calcutta, Edinburgh, Vienna, St. 
Petersburg, and Washington. ‘The proposition to exchange papers on meteorology has been warmly 
accepted, and valuable scientific works and papers have been forwarded, and are now in my hands for 
the inspection of persons taking an interest in such matters. 

Dr. Buchan, Secretary to the Scottish Meteorological Society of Edinburgh, writes:—“ This 
society will have much satisfaction in entering into communication with you; as it is only by 
international co-operation, meteorology is destined to progress. I have no barometric means on the 
Australian coast north of Brisbane; if you could send me any, even for a year, or part of a year, they 
are so precious—in short, would be a great prize. The extension of your stations to Cape York is 
perhaps the most valuable addition that could be made at present to the meteorology of the globe. 
T would have given almost anything, when constructing my isobaric charts, for a year’s barometric 
means from Cape York, since thereby I could have determined with some precision the position of 
the belt of low pressure over the Pacific, when the sun is scuth of the equator.” 

This extract will serve to show the estimation in which our records are likely to be held by 
the most eminent scientific men of Europe; and, fortunately, I was enabled to supply the information 
required by Dr. Buchan, by sending to Edinburgh a copy, in extenso, of Dr. Haran’s very elaborate 
and accurate observations from May 1865, to July, 1867. The Government observers at St. 
Petersburg, Vienna, Washington, and other places, have expressed their views in similar terms, and 
also the desire they feel to obtain the meteorological records of this colony, in exchange for their own. 

From a comparison of the records of five years, I find that the mean temperature of the. 
air, in Brisbane, approximates closely to that of Funchal, in the island of Madeira; the average 
temperature of Funchal being 68-5 degs., and of Brisbane 70-0 degs.
